1. The subject matter of this application admits of illustration by a drawing to facilitate 
understanding of the invention. Applicant is required to furnish a drawing under 37

Specification 

4. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 

5. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Paragraph 3, the 
phrase "or novelty yarn or a novelty yarn" is redundant. Appropriate correction is required.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hermanns et 
al (6381511). 

Hermanns teaches a rotor spinning machine with a plurality of spinning stations each of 
which comprises an opening roller, and draw in roller for supplying sliver to the opening roller, 
wherein each is equipped with a control device with individual drives, the control devices being 
connected to a central computer and having connection mechanisms to which an additional 
control card can be attached for producing effect or novelty yarns, the control card activated via 
a data bus system to switch off the basic functions of the control device and obey the

configuration of the card (Figure 1, Abstract). While Hermanns essentially teaches the invention 
as detailed, he fails to specifically teach that the draw-in rollers each have individual drives, 
which is well known in the art. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, at 
the time the invention was made, to have utilized such individualized drives, so as to more 
exactly control the device of Hermanns. Such drives are well known in the art, and well within 

the ordinarily skilled artisan's abilities without undue experimentation. And in consideration of

the controls of Hermanns, such would be a reasonably obvious change to better compliment the 
individualized controls already in place.
